of Senator Blalock, of the 
Twienty-sixth district, which provides 
for unlimited pensions, came up yes- 
terday morning in the senate and was 
tabled by a vote of 22 to 20 upon a 
motion offered by the author of the 
bill after senators had voted against 
the bill with nine in favor of its pas- 
sage. The motion was made while the 
voting was in progress. 

The bill, which strikes from the 
State constitution the clause forbid- 
ding pensions to Confederate veterans 
owning $1,500 or more in cash or prop- 
erty, and to allow pensions to all those 
who could show proof of service, 
was the first taken up yesterday. 

Senator Blalock, its author, moved 
to amend so it would not go into effect 
until the present pension roll had di- 
minished as much as the new appro- 
priations would increase it. This 
amendment was adopted by a vote of 
20 to 109. 

Almost two hours were expended on 
the discussion—but a final vote was 
not reached as during a disastrous 
roll call the author moved to table 
the bill t: order to give him time 
to look farther Into the records of 
the treasury and into other details. 
The vote to table was 22 to 20. 

During the discussion an amend- 
Ment was offered by Senator Copelan, 
of the Nineteenth district, providing 
fér the increasing ef the tax levy) 
from five mills to whatever assess- 
ment would meet the demands of the 
new appropriations. This amendment 
was lOst by a vote of 35 to 5. 

Blalock Opposes This. 

Senator Blalock was opposed to this 
amendment, saying he had carefully 
gone over the records and that by 
his own amendment had provided for 
no Increase of appropriation. 

Senator Blalock replied to 
Slaton’s argument of Tuesday 
the increased appropriations ‘would 
be around a million dollars, saying 
that it was a age exaggeration and 
A “bugaboo.” ft stated that he had 
gone over the matter carefully and he 
Aid not believe it would cost the 
@tate®a cent more than it is paying at 
the present time. 

“Knowing this, I am perfectly will- 
ing to offer an amendment which will 
make ® illewal to jncrease the amount 
now expended.” 

In reply to Senator Slaton's argu- 
ment that it would be an insult to offer 
a pension to a veteran who did not 
need it. Senator Blalock said: “AH 
those who are in a position where they 
do not need the money certainly 
don’t have to take it, but I think that 
any man, rich or poor, its entitled to 
the®specified amount if he desires it. 
Over seven and a half per cent of the 
state's usual pension allowance ceased 
last year on account of the death of 
veterans. All veterans must be at 
feast 65 years of age now, even to 
have entered the wer at 15, and I 
believe that in 10 vearas from now the 
pension appropriation, will 
eally nothing owing to the

“Circtitars are being sent to negroes 
all over the. state telling them to 
hurry up and get in position to qualify 
for the ballot ~wnder the educational 
and projer*y qualifications,” said he. 
“I- want to stop it and make it impos- 
sible for anyone with a black or mu- 
latto skin to vote in Georgia, no mat- 
ter how much book learning he may 
possess. The protection of the white 
race demands that the negroes be 
made positively and forever the polit- 
ical inferiors of the whites. as they 
are the social inferiors.”’ 

He said he nad been working and 
planning for forty years with the end 
in view of-subordinating the negroes 
to the whites, and had decided on his 
proposed change in the law asthe best 
means for accomplishing his purpose. 


How to Establish Character. 


In view of the fact that under his 
proposed amendment respect for good 
wcmanh)2d becomes the prime requi- 
site fer qualifying for the ballot, some 
member asked Captain Slade how 
white men would be able to establish 
proof of good character as defined 

“Any good white man can get a 
good white wcman to testify that she 
would trust him in the dark,” replied 
the captain. “If any white man can’t, 
the scoundrel should be disfranchised.”

PROPERTY OWNER 
IS STILL LIABLE 


After a lengthy discussion the gen- 
eral judiciary committee, No. 1, of the 
house of representatives, yesterday 
afternoon declined to recommend for 
passage the bill which seeks to repeal 
the section of the code which holds a 
property owner responsible for mate- 
rial purchased by the contractor. 

The bill was introduced by Mr. Bur- 
well, of Hancock, The section of the 
code which it seeks to repeal, stated 
briefly, is a8 follows: If a property 
owner lets a contract to a eontractor 
for the purpose of erecting a building 
on his property and the contractor 
purchases the material from a materi- 
al man and fails to pay for it, the ma- 
terial man shall have a lien upon the 
property, unless the preperty owner 
secures from the contractor an affi- 
davit that the latter has paid for all 
the material and the labor used in the 
construction of the building for which 
the contract was let. 

Mr. Burwell contended that it is 
unjust to compel a property owner 
to be responsible for the debts made 
by a contractor and he cited an in- 
stance where a man let a contract to 
have a house built for a certain sum, 
the contractor failed on the job and 
the man who furnished the material 
had a lien on the property for almost 
the amount the property owned had 
paid originally to the contractor for 
the entire work. . 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, took the same 
position and declared he would fight 
any law which puts a lien on his prop- 
erty without his Knowledge or con- 


sent. 

Harry Alexander and Walter Mc- 
Elreath spoke against Mr. Burwell's 
bill and declared that the present law, 
if complied with by the property own- 
er with regard to securing the neces- 
@ary affidavit from the contractor, is 
entirely satisfactory.

which was disregarded by him in their 
presence. 

Mr. Holland had superintended the 
removal of the city’s property from the 
old chamber of commerce building to 
the new city hall and frequently prac- 
tically exhausted himself in looking 
personally after the transfer. Not be- 
ing accustomed to the sun the ex- 
posure weakened him so much it was 
noticed enough ‘by friends to bring 
about a word of caution, but with Sid 
Hotland nothing évery interfered with | 
what he considered his duty of the 
minute, and so it happened that death 
came to him as he would have chosen 
—while he was discharging an obliga- 
tion incumbent upon him. 

Working When Death Came. 

He had breakfast with his family 
at the usual hour yesterday morning 
and during the meal talked hopefully 
and optimistically of the day. A great 
lever of his family, Mr. Holland, as 
was his custom, bade each one a good 
day and left his home with a kiss from 
his devoted wife. 

For several days Mr. Holland had been 
superintending the arrangement of the 
council chamber on the third floor, and 
immediately upon entering the city 
hall started his force of hands moving 
sections of railing from the basement 
where it had been stored to the third 
floor so that it could be placed in 
position. The negro men had reached 
the main floor of the pbuilding. with 
their burden and as Mr. Holland was 
standing at the door leading into the 
city clerk’s office he observed a nail 
in the end of the railing. Taking a 
hammer from one of the negro men 
Mr. Holland stooped down to draw the 
nail and while in that position drop- 
ped to the tiled floor. One of the 
negroes at Mr. Holland’s elbow saw 
he was falling and grabbed him under 
the arms. Just at that second Law- 
rence A. James, bookkeeper in the 
comptroller’s office, who -had been 
standing a few minutes at the Forsyth 
street entrance, sprang to Mr. Hol- 
land’s side, easing him down upon his 
back where he had fallen. As Mr. 
James came through the doorway Mr. 
Holland called the negro by name, 
saying: 

“Rube, 
quick.” 

As Mr. Holland was laid upon his 
back on the floor, Mr. James hurried 
out for a physician, directing one of 
the negroes to see if Dr. Kennedy was 
in his office In a few minutes Mr, 
James returned with Dr. Van Dyke, 
who, with Dr. Kennedy, quickly dis- 
covered that Mr. Holland was dying 
and that nothing could be done for 
him. Within a few minutes, at about 
8:10 o’clock, he breathed his last with- 
out recognizing any of the friends who 
had \quickly gathered about him, 

Dies Before Sons Arrive. 

Tw® of Mr. Holland’s sons, Mose and 
Richand Holland, have long held posi- 
tions with the city government and 
both were in their departments at the 
time. They were at once hurried to 
his side, but death had claimed him 
when they arrived. The physicians 
stated that Mr. Holland’s death was 
due to heart failure. The remains were 
removed to Bloomfield & Burkert’s 
undertaking apartments, but within a 
short time were taken to the family 
home, 411 East Fair street. 

Few men in Atlanta were more 
widely Known than Sid Holland and 
none had more i sincere and Iloyal 
friends than he. Once he gained a 
friendship he always retained it, for 
he was ever (considerate of the feel- 
ings of others; whether friends or ac- 
quaintances. within a few minutes 
after his death it was widely known 
in the city an@ before the body reach- 
ed the late fiOome Mayor Pro Tem.

Smoot and Crane See Taft and 
Assure Him All Wool Bills 
Will Be Defeated When Vote 
Is Taken Today---Situation in 
the Senate Badly Mixed. 


Washington, July 26.—Information 
came today to President Taft from re- 
publican senate leaders that he need 
have no anxiety over the possibility 
of action at this session of congress 
on a bill, reviving the wool schedule 
of the present tariff. 

Senators Smoot, of Utah, and Crane, 
of Masachusetts, two of the leaders, 
who talked with the president today, 
predicted the adjournment of congress 
August 10, with all wool revision bills 
defeated. 

On the heels of these predictions, 
however, came rumors from the capi- 
tol that an attempt would be made 
by insurgent senators to tack an 
amendment revising the wool schedule 
on the farmers’ free list bill. 

Vote on Underwood Bill Today. 

The Underwoog wool tariff bill had 
its first serious consideration in the 
senate today with a vote upon it in 
prospect for the opening of “tomor- 
row’s session. 

The honors of the afternoon were 
divided between the two senators from 
Montana. Senator Myers, the new 
democratic member, declared he would 
vote for the passage of the bill as it 
came from the house of representa- 
tives. | 

Senator Dixon, republican, speaking 
from behing a desk piled high with | 
samples of wool and woolen cloths, 
expressed the belief that no wool 
legislation shoulq be passed at this 
session of congress and that the re- 
vision when taken. up should be based 
on the forthcoming report of the 
tariff board. Senator Dixon declared 
there is a real “joker in the wool tariff 
known as the ‘skirting clause.’” By 
permitting importers to discard all 
the rough parts of the fleece, he said, 
it reduces the actual protection to 
American sheep raisers from 11 cents, 
to 5 cents. 

Democrats for House Bill. 

Solid support for the house wool tar- 
iff revision bill was pledged in caucus 
tonight by the democrats of the sen- 
ate. <A resolution setting forth their 
attitude, offered by Senator Culberson, 
of Texas, was adopted without a dis- 
senting voice. 

The discussion was devoted largely, 
it is understood, to the discovery of 
some parliamentary method of resus- 
citating the La Follette wool bill if 
the house measure is voted down. The 
La Follette bill will be offered as a sub- 
stitute for the house measure when

There is a “principle” involved in the revision of Atlanta’s char- 
ter, it is true; but it is also true that neither of the proposed forms 
of revision has any monopoly of it. a 

This principle is, purely and simply, one of business adminis- 
tration through concentration and the elimination of slipshod meth- 
ods and possibilities of graft. : 

To assert that this principle can be attained through one method 
alone, is fallacious and absurd upon the face of it. Elimination of 
the weak points in the city’s present governmental plan, with addi- 
tion of such new features as changed and changing conditions de- 
mand, can supply a business government as strong and effective as 
any that can be devised. 

But, it is argued, municipal administration should be removed 
from politics. | Fallacy again, to say that only can a particular 
method achieve this aim. . There will be politics in any administra- 
tion as long as there is a ballot box, and the people would no more 
forego the right to elect commissioners under one form of govern- 
ment than they would to name their mayor and councilmen under 
another. | ) 

The “great principle” involved—the “principle that can not be 
compromised,” as some are disposed to claim—is one that exists, not 
in a particular method, but in charter revision as a general proposi- 
tion. | | | 

The chief aim and object is to provide Atlanta with a clean, well- 
considered, up-to-date business administration plan. 7 

Now if this can be done without a fight, without a struggle 
whose effect and bitterness will be felt for some time to the city’s 
possible distress and disadvantage, it is the duty of those in a posi- 
tion and with the authority to do it, to see that it is accomplished. 

That is all The Constitution has contended for, and for that it 
will continue to contend until the opportunity, now presented, is 
permitted to slip by unheeded because of the attitude of those who 
demand “Our charter or nothing!” 

The spirit that refuses to hearken even to suggestion of com- 
promise in detail, when the only principle involved is common 
ground upon which both elements are united, and when compromise 
will avert possible disastrous consequences, can scarcely be called 


progressive or constructive. 

Very different is the spirit exhibited by Macon’s citizenship in 
uniting in the retention of an administration of proven business 
capacity, rather than enter into an unnecessary political squabble 
whose only outcome, either way, could have been one of factional 
victory, and which ‘would, undoubtedly, have proven a serious draw- 
back to Macon’s purposes and aims. 

Atlanta needs, must have, a revised charter that will give the 

city a clean, up-to-date and thorough business administration of her 
affairs. ) 
There is a way to get this, as The Constitution has shown, 
without the risk of a serious dissension and its dangerous after- 
effects. There is at least the obligation to give the proposal of 
compromise a fair test, in the effort to avert a possible, if not 
probable, unseemly wrangle. 

The Constitution believes, if the preper effort is made, it will 
succeed, but if not it will have the satisfaction of knowing that it 
sought to preserve the peace.

In an editorial the other day The 
Telegraph set forth in as plain and 
strong language as it could command 
the necessity for unity and concert of 
action in Macon, because of the hopes, 
aspirations and ambitions of this city, 
and because certain imperative duties 
confront us as a community.

doubt as to the expression of the pop- 
ular will; and in order that the honest 
and unbiased wish of the people be 
honestly recorded and made effective, 
it is absolutely essential that all elec- 
tions shall be pure. 

The use of money in elections is one 
of the crying evils of the hour. 

One of the old-time principles of 
plain common sense upon which I have 
been willing to hang my political faith 
is that the candidate for office should 
be judged less by his professions as 
a candidate than by his surroundings 
and his natural selfish interests, and I 
have frequently asserted, what I be- 
lieve to be the truth, that purity in 
politics can best be guaranteed, and 
the absence of slush funds, and the un- 
lawful use of money in elections can 
best be prevented by the election of 
candidates who could not use money, 
and therefore would not spend money 
to be elected, for the very good and 
sufficient reason that they had no 
money to spend, and whose character 
is such as to guarantee that they are 
incapable of such practices. I favor 
the passage of laws providing for the 
utmost publicity of every expenditure 
made by every candidate for every of- 
fice, great and small. 

No man can make a canvass with- 
out some expense, but if the search- 
light of publicity were thrown upon 
them, the necessary expenses of a cam- 
paign would be reduced to the actual 
personal expenses of the candidate in 
meeting the people, corresponding 
with the supporters and in promulgat- 
ing his platform. In order to give 
candidates for office an opportunity 
to place themselves before the people 
purely upon their merits, I think a 
law should be passed providing for the 
payment of the expenses of primary 
elections of such political parties as 
might have an organization in each 
county in the state out of the public 
treasury; local primaries to be paid 
out of the local treasury, and state- 
wide primaries out of the treasury 
of the. state. 


Regarding Schools. 


No officer, and especially no govern- 
or, should be elected who is not 
thoroughly and heartily in favor of 
the very best common school system 
for our young that man can devise 
or money procure. i 

Not only should the term of rural 
public school system be eatended, but 
we would have the best teachers, and 
the teachers should have better pay 
and their salaries should be paid 
monthly.

Head for Right Kind of Do- 
mestic Seience Schools 
Is Pointed Out.

The Hampton negro is ‘rained in the 
practice school there. He or #he 
knows the psychology of the race; 
knows the people in their conditions as 
they are today and what their needs 
are. The ourriculum illustrates the 
co-felation of education with Mfe, and 
combines ‘he elements of the academio 
and industrial. 

The Hamptcn negro has the mission 
spirit which draws him not only into 
the school room in the city or the 
riral community, but into the poor 


house of his race and into the slums. 


I doubt that any negto receiving a 
certificate from the presMent of the 
institute would ever be heard to utter 
a word of disparagement against the 
avocation of his black brother who is 
the day laborer or the illiterate. 

Leading to Usefulness. 
I recall at the commencement exer- 


a me about the s¢hoo’s for the train- 


ing of the negro and their relation to 
the servant problem lead me to believe 
that the function of Hampton institute 
and kindred ones ts misunderstood. The 
schoo! is not to benefit the individual 
outside; Mrs. Jones or Mrs. Smith want- 
ing a cook or butler. The entire*insti- 
tution aims rather to effect conditions, 
to develop among the negroes an ele- 
ment who, through their good training 
and efficiency, will make it possible 
for them to supply the demand for ef- 
ficlent labor wherever it may be made, 
and where the negroes are the logical 
ones to do that work. 

Now, the way we may draw from 
Hampton and be benefited by that and 
the kindred institutions is by having 
a medium through which Hampton may 
be drawn in—that medium would be 
through the right kind of school for 
teaching the home sciences—domestic 
science schools.

The measure provides that every per- 
son vending or peddling medicines of 
any description whatsoever shall apply 
to the state board of pharmacy, 
through the ordinary, for a license and 
Shall send along a sample of the medi- 
cine which he proposes to vend. 

After the board decides that a license 
should be issued, the party désiring 
such license must pay a license fee of 
$100 per month or fraction thereof for 
each month in which he does business. 
Ten per cent of the license fee is to 
go to the board of pharmacy for its 
services and a like amount to the 
Ordinary for the same purpose. Highty 
per cent is to be paid into the state 
treasury for the use of the pure food 
and drug department. 

The State Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion, which is urging the passage of 
the bill, is evidently convinced that the 
days of the medicine vender should be 
numbered as the ticense fee is prac- 
tically prohibitive, 


Status of Non-Residents. 

To fix the status of non-resident ad- 
missions to the Georgia School of 
Technology is the purpose of a bill 
acted on favorably by the university 
committee of the house yesterday 
afternoon. 

Heretofore the trustees and faculty 
of the school have had much trouble 
preventing evasions of the rule requir- 
ing non-residents to pay tuition in the 
sum of $150 a year. So far popular is 
the school throughout the country that 
a large number of boys come to Geor- 
gia and attempt to employ schemes to 
establish legal regidence in Georgia to 
gain free admission to the school.

inal cases brought in the courts, the 
Same to be made by county clerks to 
the attorney general, was sidetracked 
yetserday afternoon by a motion to “in- 
definitely postpone.”

In 
a sense government is a business and 
should keep books, too.” 

He said a similar law prevails in 
more than one-half of the states and 
has proven successful,

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LABOR OPPOSES 
COMMISSION FORM 


Federation of Trades Goes on 
Record as Being 
Against It. 


Cc. Lh Ashley, J. M. Shearer, O. N. 
Brooks, H. T. McCollum and Cc, K 
Mitchell, as a special committee of five 
last night presented to the Atlanta 
Federation of Trades a_ resolution 
pledging the earnest work of the} full 
membership of the Atlanta federation 
to “use all honorable means in our 
power to defeat the commission char- 
ter when it is submitted to the people 
for ratification.” 

The preamble:to the resolution de- 
clares “there is a movement on foot 
to change the charter of the city of 
Atlanta so as to abolish the present 
democratic form of government and to 
establish what is Known as the com- 
mission form,” and says, “We look 
with alarm upon any movement which 
tends to restrict and deprive us of our 
voting power.” 

“That resolution is plain,’ said Mr. 
Ashley, chairman of the committee, 
“It speaks for itself. It needs no ex- 
planation, and I move it be put upon 
its passage.” 

Without discussion the resolution 
passed the federation by the entire 
vote of the body, not a single vote 
being recorded against it. 

The election of officers for the com- 
ing six months resulted as follows: 

President, N, H. Kirkpatrick; viee 
president, Carl Karston; recording sec- 
retary, James M. Shearer; financial 
secretary, O. A. Cone; treasurer, Wil- 


fliam Van Houten; trustees, C. L. Ash- 


ley, Thomas N. Scales and J. T. Brad- 
ford; auditing committee, Miss Alice 
Wesson and William Robinson; ser- 
geant at arms, Charles Hirsch. 

Each of the officers elected have 
been holding for the past six months, 
and the election last night was in con- 
formity with the custom of the Atlanta 
federation of retaining a full corps for 
two terms of six months each, 

Jerome Jones, of the legislative com- 
mittee, reported that the house had 
adopted the bill creating a commis- 
sioner of labor and advising the fed- 
eration that the bill would be taken 
up in the senate probably today. 

Teachers’ Salary Too Small. 

‘“It is my pleasure to advise you,” 
said Mr, Jones, “that the measure re- 
celved a large majority in the house 
notwithstanding the efforts of one Joe 
Hill Hall, of Bibb, who has always 
shown himself such a great friend of 
labor, to get a reconsideration. But 
this time he didn’t succeed,” 

The night school for girls was 
brought to the attention of the fed- 
eration by a delegate who stated that 
the teacher’s pay was not sufficient, 
and asking the federation to bring the 
matter of salary before the proper 
authorities so that the increase might 
be secured. The officers of the fed- 
eration were directed to lend their 
efforts in that direction. 

Delegate Corley, of the machinists, 
reported a strike was now on with the 
Atlanta Steel Company, Thomas K. 
Glenn, general manager, and that fif- 
teen machinists, three blacksmiths and 
one boiler maker had gone out, the 
strike having been brought about be- 
cause the company refused the wage 
scale the unton men desired, 

A resolution extending sympathy of 
Atlanta organized labor to the family 
of J. Sid Holland on account of his 
death was adopted and @ copy of the 
resolutions was ordered sent to the 
and printed in. the Atlanta 
press. 

Defense of McNamaras. 

A letter from the executive commit- 
tee of the American Federation of La- 
bor outlining the work by organized 
labor in the defense of the McNamaras, 
now in prison in Los Angeles charged 
with dynamiting The Los Angeles 
Times building, and in punishing the 
McNamara kKidnapers was read. It was 
signed by Samuel Gompers, president 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
and suggested that every organized 
labor man contribute 25 cénts' to a 
fund to defend the McNamaras and 
the prosecution of the kidnapers. The 
communication and its suggestion was 
adopted by the local federation. 

The Asiatic Exclusion League of San 
Francisco asked for financial aid in 
securing the necessary legislation to 
keep Asiatic workingmen out og the 
United States. The communication 
was filed for future action. 

The Atlanta federation convention 
committee, Jerome Jones, chairman, 
Mamed to prepare for the coming an- 
nual convention in Atlanta’ of the 
American Federation of Labor,  re- 
ported over $1,000 raised among local 
trade organizations toward the enter- 
tainment fund.
